EsecutiOD of Lord Mayors Assassin 

(Prom 111') India Daily Nowa.) 

Shore AH was hung on Viper island 
on March llth. The exocailon took 
place at 8 o'clock in tho morning, iu 
tho prosonceof Majir Playfair, Deputy 
auperictondent of Police, From tho 
tinae of \m conviction up to the hour of 
hia removal from Boss to Viper the 
prigonor was kept in one of the cells of 
the European barracks. At firot only 
one European sentry was placed over 
him, but tho prieoucr managed to seize 
n lamp, and with this bo hit tho sentry 
over the head, cutting him govorely. 
The cell was kept locked, and in tbo 
coulaijion on tho attempt to open the 
door tbo key fell inside^ and the sentry 
and Sbere Ali struggled together for 
some lime. Shore Ail, our informant 
sayp, got poeseasion of the bayoaet, but 
tho dcntry managed to gal off bis belt 
and Btruck tho convict a blow which 
made him stagger and fall. After this 
the precaution was taken of keeping 
two sentries in his cell. Nevorlholess, 
he managed to dig np a Bione, which 
hcsecre'.od in hia cloihee. Nothing whs 
known of tbie until shortly heforo his 
extcuiion, when, taking the stoao from 
his oloihea and throwing it on the 
ground, be said> 'I inteuded to have 
killed Bnolbor Feringhoe with thir/ 
Tho prisoner wos talien from the cell 
in which he wa-, lodged to the ghut at 
R,o9s Idliind in charge of u European 
escort, when ho wan incdo over lo the 
custody ot the native jouiadar ot tho 
Port Blair police, and put in a boar en 
route to Vipar Island, a distance of six 
miles. Tho party arrived at Viper 
about G a m., the convict Bleeping the 
greater partot the distance, lie altoinpt- 
cd to 6uy something on tho way lo 
tho police, but was preven'.ed. On 
hia removal from the cell to the gallows 
the priuonor exhibited no symptoms ol 
fear, neither did he attempt lo display 
any bravLido, lie ahkud M ajor I'lujlair 
to allow his body lo bo removed by lueri 
of his own creed — a rcqueBt that wa-i 
denied. Tho prisoner, looking lowardu 
tho direction of the riaing inn, ox- 
pressed a wish to die with bis faco 
towards Mecca, He prayed fervently 
making U80 of tho ordinary Mohammo- 
d;im ])riiytr. The cap waa then drtiwn 
over Ills head, and the drop foil. Ttio 
pni-oner, howovLf, did iioi die with his 
faco toward Mceca, as In the act of 
falling iho body turned.
